At the same time, the Legation in* 
dicateq that Japan will not object | 
to treaty revision if the National- | 
ists asBume a reasonable attitude. 

Considerable excitement was | 
aroused in the Legations in Pe-} 
king by the Nanking government's 
announcement that treaties which 
had already expired were consider- 
ed abrogated, and that steps would 
be taken at once to revise those 
not yet expired. It had been com. | 
monly supposed that the Japan- ; 
ese treaty was listed among those 
already expired. But the Japan. 
ese Legation has wasted no time } 
in stating that the Japanese gov- 
ernment does not take this view. 

The Japanese viewpoint, as out- 
lined by the Legation here, is that 
the Japanese treaty with China 
automatically was renewed until 
October, 1936, when the former 
Peking government did not effect 
revision within the six-month per- 
fod stipulated by the treaty.
